WHEREAS, Section 25-1 of the Municipal Code of the 
Fort Wayne, Indiana is in need of revision. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 


OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT: 


SECTION 1. Current Sec. 25-1 is hereby repealed 


and replaced with the following language: 


Sec. 25-1 Obstruction generally.

It shall be unlawful for any person to obstruct the 
free passage along and upon any street, sidewalk, 
space between sidewalk and curbing, or commonly 
traveled portion of a street or other public place, 
and to place or permit to be placed upon such street, 
sidewalk, space between sidewalk and curbing, or 
commonly traveled portion of a street or any other 
public place, anything or object whatsoever so as 
to obstruct or block the use thereof, or so to 
endanger the life or limb, or property of others 
using such passage. 


The city by and through itsBoard of Public Works§&. Safety, may 
grant a permit to exempt any person or organization Bi Ve 
from the prohibitions set out in the preceding 

paragraph. 


The city by and through its Board of Public Works £ Safety, shal’ 
enact rules and regulations governing the use of 5 | 
its rights-of-way by those persons or organizations 

granted a permit pursuant to paragraph  (B) of this 

section. The rules and regulations may include: 


1) the price of the permit. 


2) limitations on the size, location and 
duration of any structure placed on the 
city's rights-of-way. 


3) a requirement that the permitteeindemnify 
the city against any loss arising out of 
the use of the permit. 


4) any other matter affecting the public health, 
safety and welfare. 


The rules and regulations enacted by the Board of Public 
Works and Safety shall be subject to subsequent 
ratification by resolution of the Common Council. 
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Section 2. Severability. If any sentence, section or other 
part of this section shall be found to be invalid, such 
invalidity shall not affect the remaining provisions and 

the remaining provisions shall continue to be in full force 
and effect. 


Section 3. That this Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 
approval by the Mayor.

SECTION 1. Current Sec. 25-1 is hereby repealed and 
replaced with the following language: 
Sec. 25-1. Obstruction generally. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to obstruct the free 
passage along any street, sidewalk, space between sidewalk 
and curbing, or commonly traveled portion of a street or 
other public place, and to place or permit to be placed upon 
such street, sidewalk, space between sidewalks and curbing, 
or commonly traveled portion of a street or any other public 
place, anything or object whatsoever so as to obstruct or 
block the use thereof, providing, however, that this 
ordinance shall not be used to restrict the members of a 
union certified by the National Labor Relations Board, from 
carrying on a legal strike. The use of public lands shall 
be handled in a manner to avoid injury to the public. 


Section 2. Severability. If any sentence, section, or 
other part of this section shall be found to be invalid, 
such invalidity shall not affect the remaining provisions 
and the remaining provisions shall continue to be in full 
force and effect. 


Section 3. That this Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 
approval by the Mayor.
